PRESIDENT WILSON’S PROPOSAL 
-EXAMINED. 


SOMETHING ENTIRELY NEW. 


Mr. A. H. Polien writes in the Even- |: 
dag Standard :— 


The second of the famois fourteen 
points runs as follows: —" Absolute free- 
dom of navigation upon tho seas outside 
torritorial waterg alike in peace and in 
War, oxcept as the seas may be clused in 
whole or in part hy international action 
for the cnfurcement of natiunal coven- 
ants."' 

A great many people who realise that, 
Lut for the British Navy and tho block- 
ade of Germany which it has been able 
to maintain, the Allies could never have 
get. the Boche into hig present state of 
militar: disintegration are not un. 
naturally disturbed in mind when they 
find that it is to be a term of peace that 
thig particular use of sca power must be 
voluntarily abandoned. For the right 
of a Navy, after it has defeated the 
enemy's fleet or neutralised ite action 
by frightening it into its harbours, to 
proceed to exclude the enemy from the 
use of the sea and to monopolise that 
use for iteelf and its allies has hitherto 
been regarded as the main purpose for 
which flects have been brought into being, 
The first, object is victory; the second 
command of the sea and all that follows 
from it. At a moment when civilisation 
owes its survival to the British Navy it 
is natura! that people should look upon 
any proposal to diminish these acknow- 
ledged_ rights in war with uneasiness and 
suspicion, 

A_ CONDITIONAL PROPOSAL, 

Our first procedure should he to road 
the fourteen points carefully, so as to 
arrive at the meaning of the second 
clause when taken in conjunction with 
the rest. A study of the document ap a 
whole shows us that Clauses 5 to 13, inclu. 
sive, deal specifically with the kind of 
peace that the American President thinks 
right after this war. It is a peaco based 
upon the surrender and the restoration 
of the conquered European territories, 
the emancipation of Russia to work out 
her own destiny, the autonomy of op- 
pressed peoples, the enfranchiecment of 
the non-Osmanli populations of Turkey, 
and so forth. These clauses limit, indem. 
n‘ties to the restoration of Belgium, the 
occupied territories of France, Rumania, 
Serbia, and Montenegro. They do not 
mention, for example, the restoration of 
Britieh, French, Italian, or neutral mer- 
chant fleets, nor compensation for the 
damage done by air raids. They deal, in 
other words Purely with territorial 
questions. They do not deal with these 
There is no suggestion of

It 
is important that we should roaliso that, 
even where the President is most Bpeci- 
fic, he makes no attempt to cover the 
whole ground. 

DEPENDENT ON THE LEAGUE’R FORMATION. 

The other five Points, the first four and 
the last, propose a machinery for main- 
taining the peace made in accordance 
with the other points, and suggest the 
principle which that Machinery should 
enforce. The machinery is an “ associa- 
tion of nations,” which is to have two
